English Mail to Muy 7tli. 

(Pur Steamship Dakota.] 

A daring robbery of bunk notes tintl 
cheques to tho value of over .£1,300 
took place ou May 5th oh the Man- 
chester Royal Exchange. Early in tho 
afternoon tho representative of Messrs. 
Hargravo & Sons, cotton manufactur- 
ers, of Manchester, went into tho lava- 
tory of the Exchange and hung up his 
coat, which contained a pocket-book 
in which wore tho notes and cheques, 
on a peg while ho washed his hands. 
As the coat was hanging thero, which 
was only a few moments, tho pocket- 
book and contents were stolen. Tho 
matter waB at onco reported to the 
Manchester and County Bank, upon 
whom some of tho cheques were 
drawn, and to Messrs. Haigravo, and 
to tho police. Later iu tho day Mr. 
William Hughes, Secretary to the Rad- 
cliffo Spinning Company, who was on 
'Change in that capacity, presented 
one of tho stolen cheques for £150, at 
the Manchesttoi and County Bank, and 
was detained, and Messrs. Hargravo 
were communicated w.th. Ho stated 
in reply to questions that he had cash- 
ed the cheque, and was allowed to go. 
Inspector Shandley hoard of what had 
occurred at the bank, and having his 
suspicions aroused, agaiu wont with 
the gentleman who was robbed ou 
'Change, where they found Mr.Hughes. 
He was again questioned as to his 
possession of the cheque he had pre- 
sented, and repented tho statement he 
had made to tue cashier at the bank. 
Inspector Shandley, howover, appre- 
hended him, and m his possession was 
found the wholo of tho stolen proper- 
ty, except the cheque presented at tho 
County Bank, aud one drawn oh Cun- 
liffes, Brooks, & Co., of £143, which 
the prisoner had also cashed. 

The "Standard" says:— The recent 
trials with tho 81-ton gun will have 
given our readers some idea of tho 
power of modern artillery. Yet it is 
not easy to form an adequate concep- 
tion of the enormous forces thus set 
in operation. Tho ignition of three 
barrels of powder iu the chamber of a 
gun is productive of an explosion 
which might bo expected to prove al- 
together uncontrollable, but which is, 
nevertheless, employed to propel a 
ponderous projectile along a rifled 
bore, the v/hole operation being con- 
ducted with all the nicety of a scienti- 
fic experiment. Tho shot is made to 
rotate as it proceeds, and is sent spin- 
ning out of the gun like a bullet from 
a soldier's rifle. There is a distant 
measurement of the velocity with 
which the shot flies on its way, as also 
of the pressure which tho exploded 
powder exerts iu tho gun. A pressure 
of 22 or 23 tons to tho square inch is 
not readily to bo comprehended. If a 
bar of irou an inch square were to bo 
placed so as to rest upright on an iron 
plate, this bar would have to be con- 
tinued upwards for nearly two miles 
and three-quarters before its entire 
length exorcised a pressure of 22 tons 
on the squaro inch of plate. Thero is 
another way of looking at the fact, 
is worth notice. Taking the pressure 
of the powder gas as between 22 and 
23 tons on the squaro inch, the base 
of the projectilo in tho 15 inch gun 
will reccivo a total pressure of nearly 
4,000 tons. Accordingly, if the gun 
were fitted with a piston like a 
steam cylinder, and whore placed with 
its muzzlo upwards in ' n vertical posi- 
tion, it would bo capable— so far as 
mere forco is concerned — of lifting 
such a vessel as tho Rover (an iron 
corvotto) completely out of the water, 
the ship having all her engines, guns, 
Btoros, and men on board. Bietty 
nearly tho same thing could bo done 
with tho Royal Adelaide. The Pallas 
could bo readily lifted after the same 
fashion, supposing tho power could bo 
brought to hear. Or the entire armour 
of the Inflexible, weighing 3,552 tons, 
could bo heaved upwards. Two of 
tho 81-ton guns could very nearly lift 
tho Hercules, with all her weights on 
board. Throo of these guns could lift 
tho Inflexible herself, with her full 
load. Henco wo may say that the 
four guns which this ship will oarry 
aro capablo of running away with hor, 
big and woighty as she may bo.

Texada "Steal" and Dean "Grab." 

Tuo card of Mr. D. Macdouuld, the 
agent of the would-bo locators of land 
at tbo bond of Douu Cbanuel, 'whioh 
appoars in anotbor oolumn.waa ricarco- 
ly required to acquit tbo attaobes of 
tbo 0. P. 11. S. offico of all connection 
with that undertaking. The charges 
of our contemporary have boon at boat 
of a very vague character. They woro 
built up on tbo slender foundation of 
an alloged divergonco of tbo steamer 
Ottor from her diroct course to Gardi- 
ner Inlet for tbo purpose of enabling 
Mr. llobson to connive at the grab- 
bing of land at Bute Inlot anclDoan Chan- 
nel. If you pull tUo foundation from bo- 
noath a bouso the structure must tum- 
ble. So, if you prove tbo premises 
on which a cbargo is based to bo false 
tbo charge must fail. Wo ask atten- 
tion to a consideration of the circum- 
stances connected with the trip of the 
Otter. Tbo steamer Sir James Doug 
las sailed benco on the lirst of Febru- 
ary last for Gardiner Inlot with a party 
of surveyors. The engineer-in-eharge 
•was instructed to examino and report 
on the condition of Gardiner Inlet 
during the winter season and to ex- 
plore both sea and land approaches. 
This work was oxpootod to bo com- 
pleted in four or live woeks, and then 
the party were ordered to return to 
Victoria via Dean Channel and Bute 
Inlot for the purpose of observing tho 
availability of those estuaries for a 
winter port. More than two months 
elapsed without any intelligence be- 
ing received at Victoria of tho party 
and Mr. Robson was instructed by 
Mr. Sandford Fleming (from Ottawa 
by telegram) to send a relief-boat with 
instructions to call at Bute and Dean 
on the way up, as tbo party might be 
in distress at either of thoso places. 
The Otter carried out thoso instruc- 
tions to the letter; called at Bute and 
Dean and wont on to Gardiner Canal, 
only to learn thoro that the Sir James 
Douglas, having been embargoed by 
an ice-blockade for two months and a 
half, bad at last been "thawed out," 
and that boing short of coal alio had sailed 
for Victoria direct a day or two before. 
"But," will say our contemporary, 
"whilst we admit that your statement 
respecting Mr. Fleming's instructions 
would compel us to abandon our posi- 
tion, withdraw our oharges and apolo- 
gize, what proof do you furnish of 
the existence of a telegram embracing 
those instructions ? We cannot accept 
your unsupported word in opposition 
to ours ?" The proof is the telegram 
jtself. Our contemporary has but to 
walk across tbo street to examine it; 
and should he continuo to doubt its 
authenticity the books of tho telegraph 
company will show that it came ovor 
tho wires. Our contemporary laughs 
at the idea of entrusting an inexper- 
ienced "boy" with tho duty of reliev- 
ing the presumably distressed party. 
Youth in not an evidence of stupidity; 
neither does age always confer wisdom. 
A man was onco considered so clever at 
the ago of 21 as to bu entrusted with the 
exchequer portfolio of Great Britain — a 
post that few older mon havo since been 
competent to till with equal distinction. 
Wo do claim that Mr. Croighton, tho 
''t>oy" referred tu, could edit the Standard 
■with tho erudition, the polish, or tho wis- 
dom that characterises its venerable ami 
venerated Manager, with his ripo judg- 
ment, his mature intellect, and his bald- 
headed arguments; but wo do say tbat 
having passed a saaion in tho localities 
ho was sent to examine Mr. Creighton 
was tho fittest available man in tho em- 
ploy of the C. P. R. S. who could havo 
been selected for tho purpose. If ho were 
unlit for tho performance of that simple 
duty, how much more unlit would bo be 
to grab a great tract of land '! As to 
his lni7ing hold tho chain while Mr. 
McDonald staked off tho ground tho 
card of tho lastnamod person throws that 
charge—as Mr. Fleming's telegram does 
the other charges— to the winds. 

With respect to tho propriety of Messrs. 
Opponhoimcr locating land at tho head 
of Dean Canal we havo nothing to say. If 
tho land was available for settlement there 
was no impropriety in trying to secure it. 
Wo are informed that thoy wanted it; for 
fishery purposes and that tlioy employed 
Mr. Macdonald to proceed thither and 
stako it off as their agent; that he contem- 
plated a trip there in a sailing vessel, but 
the Otter leaving to relievo tho Gardiner 
Canal party ho stepped on board and per- 
formed tbo duty assigned him. More- 
over, the application for tho land was 
made by Oppenheimer Bros, on tho 
twenty-fifth of March, nearly oio month 
before it was known that it would bo no- 
Dessary for the Ottor to visit tho Channel! 
We havo no hesitation in saying that tho 
moans chosen by the agent to reach tho 
Channel were improper and should not 
havo been adopted. Wo believe thoy would 
not have been adopted had tho firm known 
bis intention; and wo know that had 
Mr. Robson been aware of tho uso that 
was being mailo of tho relief-boat ho 
would not havo tolerated it for a singlo 
moment. Tho responsibility of that stop 
rests with Mr. Macdonald and no ono 
else. 

Contrast, howavor, tho conduct of Mr. 
Cambio, Mr. Robson and Mr. Vernon, 
when intelligence reached them that the 
land had been located, with tho conduct 
of the DeOosmoa-Walkem Government at 
the time Taxada Island was stolen from 
the people of this Province. Representing 
the Dominion Government, Messrs. Catn- 
bifl and Robson immediately proceeded to 
the Land ollicu and discovered the stops 
that had been taken by Oppenheimer 
Bros, to obtain the laud. Thoy aecuioil 
an interview with the Chief Commissioner, 
representing in strong terms the impor- 
tance of preserving the land from falling 



into private hands; and what was tho re- 
sult of tho interview? Tho Chiof Com- 
missioner promptly declined to recognize 
the location, and tho land stands precise- 
ly as it did before Oppenheimer Bros.' 
agont wont North in tho Otter! Look, 
next, at the conduct of Mr. Walkum, Mr. 
DoCosmos and othor ollicials with 
respect to tho alienation of Tax- 
ada Island: Mr. Walkom and Mr. 
DoCosmos wont to Burrard In- 
let in Moody's steamer as Moody's guests. 
Arrived thoro tho party throw sawdust in 
the people's oyos by taking onboard guns 
and fishing-tackle, and whiskoyun 1 cham- 
pagne and udiblos in tbo moat Of- a man- 
ner, in broad daylight; but thoy took on 
board after dark blasting powder, drills, 
crowbars and sledges. Thon tlioy started, 
ostensibly for a pionio to Jarvis Inlet, 
but anchored off Taxada, where, on tho 
noxt day, the two Ministers wont ashore 
for a "little sport," ostentatiously display- 
ing guns and fishing-tackle and pocket 
pistols as thoy wont. Tho boat that took 
them ashore also carried tho blasting 
powder, tho drills, ote., and several work- 
men. On shore blasts were put in tho 
iron ore and specimens obtained, the 
"sporting" Ministers standing by inter- 
ested spectators of tho operations. They 
forgot all about thoir fishing-tackle and 
their guns in the excitement; so thoro 
was neither shooting nor angling done. 
Returning to Victoria with the specimens 
tho greatest secreoy was observed as to 
the events of the trip. It was even do- 
niod that tho boat had been to Taxada 
at all. The mineral land was promptly 
alienated at tho Land Office. The mineral 
specimens wero placed in the hands of Mr. 
DoCosmos — thon Premier of tho Province 
— and he. actually accepted , for a commis- 
sion of $50,000, tho task of placing the 
mine on the London market, whioh ho 
was about to visit i drydook business! 
Does anyone d. jC tho correctness of 
these assertions? Let him thon consult 
the evidence taken before tho Royal Com - 
mission and loarn the rottenness and cor- 
ruption that provailod in the Ministry 
when Taxada was grabbed from the 
People. Thoro was no refusal at the 
Land Oflice to record that valuable tract, 
as thoro has since been in tho Dean Chan- 
nel land case. On tho contrary, ovory facili- 
ty was afforded tho "iron ring" of perfect- 
ing their titlo so that Mr. DeOoamos, (to 
whom tho then Chief Commissioner owed 
his position, and whoso obedient crea- 
ture ho was,) might earn his $50,000 com- 
mission. And what was tho verdict of 
tho Royal Commission ? After an inves- 
tigation that extended over several 
months the Scotch verdict of "Not 
proven" was rendered instead of a 
finding of acquittal. In Scotland a 
verdict of "not proven" is evidence of the 
existenco of a strong presumption in tho 
minds of tho jury that the culprit is 
guilty as charged in tho indictment, but 
that the evidence is insufficient. At any 
future time, though, should additional 
evidence bo obtained, tho accused may bo 
put on their trial again. Since tho ren- 
dition of tho verdict in tho Texadfl case 
new evidence has como to light of n start- 
ling character, and tho question may yet 
bo asked of the Ex- Attorney-Ooueral, 
Who invited Cowley to become a share- 
holder in the Texada mine? And, who 
placod Crimp's name on the list of Texa- 
da shareholders? Wo|do not onvy the ex- 
Ministers their feelings — compelled as 
thoy are to sneak through life with tho 
verdict "not proven" written across their 
brows — 

"They may from law, but not from scorn escape, 
The pointed linger, cold, averted eye, 
Tlio plunrtcrod peopla's bids— tlioy rannot lly." 

Wo again ask our readers to contrast tho 
course of Dominion and Provincial offi- 
cials in the matter of tho Dean "Grab" 
with tho conduct of tho members of tho 
DoCosmos- Wal kem Ministry in tho caso 
of the Texada Stoal. Wo see nothing im- 
proper in Oppenheimer Bros, trying to 
acquire tho land; but we find the Domin- 
ion representatives adopting astroightfor- 
ward, honest course to preserve it, 
while tho DeCosmos-Walkem Government 
aided and abetted the improper alienation 
of a large slico of the public domain and 
shared in tho plunder!

The New Public School. 



Tho opening of tliiH edifioo lins brought 
under notice tho froo school system find 
it soonis to us the present is on opportune 
time to throw out suggestions which, if 
adopted, would bo calculated to inoroaso 
tho efficiency of tho oicellent institution. 
Amongst tho various branches of educa- 
tion in which instruction is now given it 
would bo woll if it again included vocal 
musio and elocution. At this timo,wo are 
alluding to tho Boys' School, these two 
important items are neglected; and though 
attended to some timo since huvo latterly 
boon Buffered to full in disuetude. As tho 
midsummer examination is approaching 
how pleasing it would bo if on that occa- 
sion spooimons of tho attainments of tho 
boys in winging and recitations were giv- 
en. Both of thoso uooomplishmoiits in 
tho prosont day are regarded us forming 
on essential part of tho teaching of tho 
public froo schools, and at examinations 
are generally pleasing features. The in- 
struction in vocal music that some months 
sinco was going on so satisfactorily has 
boon discontinued from tho perverse un- 
willingness of tho boys to be further 
taught, and tho result is that many havo 
shut themselves out from tho advantages 
of boiug taught and have deprived their 
parents and citizens generally of tho grat- 
ification of hearing tho melody of their 
cultivated voices. In a British colony 
what is moro natural than to expect that 
the young poople would be able to siug 
tho National Anthem, and yet amongst 
tho 190 boys assembled at tho recent 
opening how fow — if any -would bo able 
to respond to a call that this anthem be 
Bang. Few arts in tho present day aro 
moio necessary than felioicy of expression 
— important not only in ordinary conver- 
sation but more especially in public 
speaking, Tho Scriptures huvo it "That 
a word fitly spoken, now good it is." For 
tho possession of this acquirement tho 
practise of recitation is all important. 
Nothing so much reveals the spirit that 
animatos a boy, or shows, so to speak, 
whether he has any soul iu him as the 
manner of reudoriug a recitation. Wo 
hoar froquent commondations of tho pro- 
gross made in thoir studies by the boys at 
our city froo school, and tho meed of 
praise awarded to principal McKeu/.ie and 
his coadjutors, and should t ho sugges- 
tions bore thrown out as to vocal music 
and elocution be attended to, wo appre- 
hend the approbation now accorded 
would bo considerably increasod. 

BuNan Grass, woods, thistles, and water 
with a rich green scum on the top, aro con- 
tending for tjio possession of Waddington 
alloy. As an impartial looker-on 
wo are bound to say that tho 
vegetable growth is getting the 
better of tho eoutosl. Some ton years 
ago, the days of viva voce voting at elec- 
tions, a man approached tho poll-clerk 
and gavo his numo.

If 
he wero voting now ho might almost claim 
to bo a farmer from tho bunch grass 
country.

Official Tyranny. 

An extraordinary case of official tyran- 
ny has beou exposod in Melbourne. Thoro 
was a prototype of the tyrant in ollico iu 
thiB Province; but lio was romovod a few 
months ago. Tho London Times' Mel- 
bourne correspondent says: — 

Tho civil servants in the mining depart- 
ment havo rison upon thoir chief, Mr. 
Brough Smyth, tho Secretary for mines, 
and ho lias been suspended. Tho oharges 
which aro signed by the head of every de- 
partment under him, and by nourly alt his 
subordinates, accuse him of a long course 
of tyranny and injustice in tho adminis- 
tration of his oflieo. Tho constitution of 
the board whioh has been appointed to 
investigate tho charges, is highly approv- 
ed of, as tho Boloction has not boon made 
from tho old Government officers, who 
are usually chosen to try such eases, but 
mon of independent position havo boon 
nominated, who cannot lie swayod by of- 
ficial prejudices. Tho board has as yet 
only entered upon one, case, that of an un- 
fortunate clerk, who is said to have beon 
worried literally to death, and tho ovi- 
denoe already taken disclosos a state of 
things which would bo incrediblo it it 
had not boon deposed to by a number of 
disinterested witnesses, who all tell tho 
sanio talo. By some mysterious influence 
on tho part of tho Secretary, and distrust 
of ono auother on tho part of his subord- 
inates, a reign of terror was established, 
which appears ridiculous to everybody 
but thoso who wore subject to it. Growii 
men tromblod and turned pale at the 
sound of tho Secretary's bell, fainted un- 
der his reproof, and left his room quiver- 
ing with Burpressed rage or shedding 
tears of humiliation. The submissive en- 
durance of the viatims would soom, if wo 
may trust tho ovidonco, to havo boon al- 
most as strungo us tho demeanor of their 
tormontor.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES, 

EUROPE. 

London, May 5. — The doposod Sul- 
tan has committed suicido. 

The Constantinople journals report 
that Abdul Aziz had several violent 
fits of madness after his deposition and 
particularly on tho evening beforo ho 
committed suicide. 

Midhal Pasha has been appointed 
President of the Council of State. 

A dispatch from Athons says that 
tho Turkish Minister there had receiv- 
ed an official telegram stating that 
Abdul Aziz committed suicido bocauso 
ho was maddened by the seizure of tho 
thirty million Turkish pounds, his 
private treasure. 

Dispatches represent that at Paris 
the story of the Saltan's suicide meots 
with contempt and incredulity. 

At Homo the journals generally ox- 
press belief that Abdul Aziz was mur- 
dered. 

A Vienna correspondent reports ono 
of tho last decrees signed by tho late 
Sultan was a secret order for the in- 
vasion of Servia, and tho Austrian 
ambassador at Constantinople succeed- 
ed iu having tho order withdrawn. 

London, May 0. — A Berlin corres- 
pondent says: To judge from what is 
spoken and printed as tho sentiments 
of the adherents of the Austrian Gov- 
ernment it might bo assumed that An- 
drassy contemplated tho possibility of 
abandoning Russia and adopting the 
English view of Eastern affairs. 

The "Ruski Mir," the organ of tho 
St. Petersburg Sclavonic party, re- 
gards war as imminent and begins to 
discuss in what locality tho Austrians 
will probably bo concentrated to re- 
sist the Russian attack. Tho fact of 
such an article being published with 
impunity is a serious matter for reflec- 
tion. 

According to intelligence received 
through Russia the plague is still rag- 
ing with violence in Bagdad, where 
seventy cases and forty deaths are re- 
ported daily. 

A Pans dispatch says that Russia 
agreed on Saturday to recognize Mu- 
rad as Sultan. 

The London Times, in a leading article 
to-day, says tho English people have 
thought a good deal concerning theTurk- 
ish affairs; no ono can dispute that a very 
earnest feeling it being shown, and there 
is a resolve that Russia shall not tear up 
tho treaty of Paris and reuow tho aggres- 
sive policy which was interrupted bv tho 
Crimean war; but on tho other hand, 
there is a deep conviction that no politi- 
cal interest* of our own should induce us 
to violate the principles of humanity. 

LOQDON, Juno 6 — A dispatch from Paris 
says that Russia agreed on Saturday to 
recognize Murad Etl'eudi, tho new Sultan 
of Turkey, 

Sr. Petersburg , June — It is believed 
hero that an understanding will bo arriv- 
ed al with treaty powers beforo Russia 
takes any steps relative to Turkoy. 

CANADA, 
Montxeaij, Juno — The Metropolitan 
Bank of Montreal is in difficulty. It is 
proposed to reduce tho stock and amalga- 
mate tho concern with some other Bunk. 
Serious charges are made against the 
Directors by Rhodes of Quebec, who 
claims $10,000 damages, owing to his be- 
ing deceived into buying the stock of the 
Bank through a highly colored document 
issued by the Board of Directors and 
with using money belonging to tho Bank 
for thoir own private ends.

Tho English newspapers contain 
long accounts of tho Blackburn trage- 
dy. Tho London "Telegraph" of 
April 2U has the following under date 
of tho previous day: — "Tho cloud of 
mystery which a day or two ago sur- 
rounded the murder of poor littlo Em- 
ily Holland is now dispersed, and the 
public curiosity »s somewhat lulled 
ponding tho resumption of tho coron- 
or's inquiry. 

Tho details of tho confession of tho 
prisoner Eish are oven moro horrifying 
than was generally supposed. The pri- 
soner states that he first took Emily 
Holland, tho child, up stairs, and hav- 
ing violated hor, loft her almost dead 
upon the floor. Then it was lhat ho 
fetched a razor up stairs and deliber- 
ately cut hor throat, tho blood saturat- 
ing hor hair. He then wont to shave 
some customers. Having shaved sev- 
o al men he locked tho door and wont 
Lo tho Golden Lion Vaults, where ho 
had two glasses of beer and a • lioro- 
hound mixture to stttlo' his stomach. 
Ho thou returned to his shop and at 
the usual hour, put the shutters up 
and locked the door, lie commenced 
tho fiendish work of dismembering tho 
body after bringing it down stairs into 
the front shop. The body having been 
dlbrnombered, Eish put tho arms and 
head into tho fire, and wrapped tho 
trunk and legs in newspapers, conceal- 
ed thorn among the coals in tno back 
kitchen. Ho then locked his shop up 
and went home, leaving the arms and 
head burning in the lire. Next morn- 
ing whon he camo to the shop, to his 
astonishment ho found that tbo skull 
was perfect, and ho took a hammer 
and smashed it into pieces. Thoso 
pieces ho collected, wrapped thom in 
a newspaper, and placed them up tho 
chimney, where they wore found by 
Taylor's bloodhound. Tho prisoner 
was in great perplexity as to how he 
should dispose of the dismembered 
parts; but such was his audacity that 
ho actually carried away tho logs to 
Lower Ounliffe, Rishton, on Wednes- 
day afternoo i, the day after he com- 
mitted this abominable crime. He 
hardly knew what to do with tho 
trunk till about nino o'clock on Wed- 
nesday night ho ventured, after wan- 
dering about for somo time in utter 
desperation, to pitch it over tho wall 
in tho hold at Bastwell. It was found 
next morning, and the town being iu 
a 'furore' of excitement, ho dare not 
remove the parcel out of the chimney. 
When the tramp Taylor was brought 
up for examination on the first occa- 
sion, tho barber Eish actually tried to 
gain admittance to tho court to hoar 
the charge preferred against this poor 
innocent fellow, but the throng was so 
great that ho could not get in. 

Thoro is reliable authority for stat- 
ing that a perfect section of Emily 
Holland's skull has beon recovered. 
Tho profile is a very linoly chiseled 
outline. It is evident that she was a 
pretty littlo girl with a Grecian face. 
The nose is burned off, but the eyo is 
perfect, and there is a tuft of hair re- 
maining on the top of the skull of a 
light brown color, and, though it had 
boon washed, it is still clotted with 
blood. The oye-brow is frizzed, but 
not burned off. There uro two tooth 
remaining iu the lower jaw, and the 
ear, a very little one, is as perfect as 
possible. The flesh on the cheek-bone 
is singed with the flames, but is not 
burned off. The mouth is open, which 
goes to prove that sit tho time the 
murder was committed tho child was 
struggling for life. On the day of the 
murder tho child was dressed in a 
black cobourg frock, and a piece of 
thlP frock was discovered in the coal- 
hole stained with blood. Portions of 
the limbs havo been titled into each 
other, which leaves no doubt whatever 
as to tho identity of the murder. The 
prisoner Eish was dressed in clothes 
similar to thoso which were sworn to 
as having been worn by tho tramp. 
Ho had on a mixture coat, a pair of 
fustian trousers, and clogs, which, 
however, wero not cut down in tho 
front as affirmed by some of the wit- 
nesses. Ho also wore a check com- 
forter, and one witness particularly 
referred to a man wearing an article 
of this description. Drs. Martland, 
Cheeseborough, and Patchott havo 
made a thorough examination of the 
skull of Emily Holland, her clothing, 
and tho clothing of the prisoner, and 
to-day will bo revealed such a talo as 
was never before heard of in criminal 
records. Tho prisoner Eish is in a 
most dejected state, and it is doubtful 
whether ho will live till the assizes 
tako place. He is guarded night and 
day by two policemen, and he states 
that ho could point out the razor with 
which ho did tho deed. Ho says that 
ho could not wash out tho stains of 
blood from it. Great sympathy is felt 
for tho parents of Emily Holland, and 
tho poor mothor is in a state of pros- 
tration after her confinement; tho fa- 
ther tries to cheer up as woll as 
ho can, but tho dreadful fato which 
has befallen his little daughter has 
visibly told upon hi in. 

Among the engravings on tho walls of 
the room in which tho discovery was 
made is ono styled ' Tho Romance of n 
Rescue' It represents a bloodhound in 
the act of eagerly scenting at a mass of 
fallen material, and what appears to dis- 
close some human form, as two men who 
accompany the dog aro portrayed as stand- 
ing aghast at the result of the dog's 
search. Tho sketch in question is under- 



lined as follows:— 'By degrees the dog 
made a biggish hole, then he stopped, 
and again commenced scratching at a Luge 
heap of rubble and rubbish, tho debris of 
tho fullon roof.' Tho room has a dirty 
appearance, but this is, no doubt, owing 
to tho overhaul it has rocoi?ed at the 
hands of the polieo. Tho back kitchen 
floor is strewn with a quantity of coals 
and wood, which wero left there after an 
inspection by tho polieo. Tho slopstone 
had been taken from off its s upports. 
Somo very curious stories aro current 
among Fish's neighbors. It is said that 
he was always exceedingly reserved to 
his customers, and, unliko most of tho 
craft, was taciturn and uncommunicative, 
While in tho servico of Mr. Brumwell he 
somotimes would not, speak a word for a 
week. At this timo ho attended St. Paul's 
Sunday School, and afterwards St.John's. 
When ho got married — five years ago — ho 
joined the religious sect of his wife, who 
is a Primitive Methodist. Contiguous to 
his shop is the Fisher's Arms- public- 
house; but thoro ho novor visited, how- 
ever, professing to bo a teetotaller. His 
wife has boon known to fetch of a night 
port vvino as a stimulant, though only 
half a quartern or so at a time. Ho fre- 
quently visited a slaughterhouse iu the 
neighborhood, where ho saw cattle slaugh- 
tered and their oarcasss cut up, and no 
doubt he utilized the lesson learned thoro 
in the dismemberment of tho child's 
body, tho opinion of the surgeons being 
that it was out up by somo ono who had a 
slight knowledge of anatomy. Tho story 
that he shaved somo of his customers 
after the murder is believed by tho po- 
lieo, but they cannot, of course, say 
whether he used the identical razor with 
which he cut the child's throat. His visit 
to the Amphitheatre of Varieties the same 
evening can also be spoken to. Mrs. 
Fish is a decent, hard- working woman, 
and, as may be imagined, her grief at first 
was poignant in the extreme. Sho ex- 
horted her husband to tell tho truth and 
to reveal tho soc-ot if ho could. After he 
had ruado the confession a message was 
despatched to hor to acquaint her of tho 
fact, when sho exclaimed, ' I am very 
thankful, lot him bo hanged ; for if ho is 
the guilty ono, hanging is too good for 
him.' It is believed that tho prisoner in- 
tended to consume the whole of tho body 
by firo, but was prevented doing it. 
While lit! was away at the theatre many 
of the neighbors noticed a very largo fire 
in tho prisoner's room, remarking that it 
was strange that there should be so largo 
a lira j'n a shut-up slum. When he re- 
turned ho found tho fire was low, and 
then he took the oolcincd skull, and put 
it up tho chimney, whore it was found by 
tho bloodhound employed to track tho 
remains. 

The callousness of the prisoner directly 
after the discovery is remarkable. His 
shop was crowded with customers during 
tho uncertainty which prevailed after the 
murder, and ho vats in the habit of con- 
versing freely with them and asking how 
the investigations wero progressing. He 
was not, however, free from open annoy- 
ance, for one occasion a woman looked 
into the shop, and on Fish asking hor 
what sho wanted sho replied, "to look at 
a murderer." Morgan, tho bloodhound, 
is being pettod by thousands of the people 
of Preston. Many stories are told of his 
wonderful capabilities. He is tho pro- 
perty of a beer-house keepor named Park- 
inson, who says that ho had no idea that 
Taylor wanted him for the purpose of 
tracking the murderer. 'Once,' eays the 
owner, "I loft my glovo in tho oornor of 
tho market-place and then fetched the dog 
and went to tho marsh. There I started 
him back aud said to him, "Morgan, boy, 
I've lost my glovo, go and find it," and in 
a quarter of an hour ho camo to mo with 
the glovo in his mouth, as unconcorned 
as if it had been a lad I'd sent. I can 
hang my hat up in the shop and tell tho 
dog to fetch it, and he'll scramble up the 
wall, get it off tho peg and bring it to me. 
1 was going down the street the other day 
with a handful of letters from the post, 
when I mot it gentleman who engaged mo 
iu some talk. As there was not much time 
I placed them iu Morgan's mouth, and 
away ho went to the olliee and placed 
them on the ledge just bolow tho open- 
ing in the letter box, and somo one seeing 
the action put them in. He'll got a Post 
Otlice order, that ho will. I write tho 
amount on a pieco of paper, wrap the 
money up in it and put it iu his mouth, 
and away he goes and returns with the 
order. I'll hot a wager, too, that I divest 
myself of everything 1 stand upright in, 
and that I will send tho dog for ooch 
article as I require it, beginning with my 
boots and stockings, and ending with my 
collar and hat.' Tho animal is u quarter 
bloodhound and quarter bull and half set- 
ter, and is fawn-colored, medium-sized, 
with smooth hair and tail. An offer has 
been made by a caterer of public amuse- 
ment in Blackburn to pay Mr. Parkinson 
Xi> per night for a certain number of 
nights if he will allow the dog to bo pub- 
licly exhibited at his establishment."

LATER. 

LoNDON.May 20.— The reception and 
entertainment of tho Princo of Wales 
in the city last night realized all ex- 
pectations. It was a most magnificent 
aud successful affair. Tho programme 
as previously announced was carried 
out with littlo or no deviation from its 
do*- ,ils. 

Tho Princo of Wales, accompanied 
by tho Princess and members of the 
Royal Family, arrived at Guildhall 
soon after seven o'clock after a trium- 
phant progress through tho streets, 
wh'ch wore crowded with spectators 
who cheered enthusiastically as tho car- 
riages passed. Tho masses of tho 
peoplo around Guildhall wero im- 
mense. Tho venerable building and 
tho pavilion adjoining, erected for tho 
occasion, woro splendidly illuminated. 
Thero was great cheering as tho Prince 
alighted and passed into tho re- 
ception room. After receiving the ad- 
dress of tho Corporation, tho Princo 
was escorted by the Lord Mayor to 
the main hall where ho sat down to 
the banquet with about 500 of the 
most distinguished persons of tho 
Kingdom. Tho decorations of tho hall 
wore rich and tasteful, tho company 
brilliant, and tho banquet excellent. 

After the cloth had been removed a 
few toasts wero givon, tho responses 
wore short and wero preceded and fol- 
lowed by music. 

The Lord Mayor proposed the health 
of His Royal Highness. Tho Princo 
replying, returned thanks. Ho in- 
stanced tho warmth of his reception iu 
India as evidence at India's loyalty to 
England. Other speeches wero made, 
warmly expressing happiness of the 
safe return of tho Prince aud loyalty 
and devotion to the Queen aud Royal 
family. 

At tho conclusion of the dinner the 
grand ball began. At its height 5,000 
guests must have been present. The 
floor of tho main hall with that of tho 
now library and the temporary pavil- 
ion adjoining, was scarcoly able to ac- 
commodate tho assemblage. Tho fes- 
tivities wero kept up to a Into hour; 
tho Prince retired long beforo thoy 
were concluded. Thousands of peoplo 
remained around tho building until 
daylight, eager to catch a glimpse of 
the scene and of tho guests as thoy de- 
parted.

To define tho Duties and llx the Ileiiiuiiur- 
at Ion r.f tho Uculth Olllcor of tho City of 
Victoria. 

torla, a« follows: 

I. It shall he tho duty'of tho Health Officer of tho 
City of Victoria: 

(s) To attend at ho Council Chamhers as often us 
the Board of Health fliaM direct. 

(b) To keep a record cf all his proceedings In books 

to be provided him for that purpose and to 
report to tho Board of Health weekly, or 
ofteiur If necessary. 

(c) He shall visit all steam or other vefsels coming 

from foreiyu -lurts carrying passengers before 
their arrival at the wharf In the ports of Vic- 
toria and Esquimau. 

(d) To exnrnino all sourccB of filth and causes of 

sickness which may be oc board any vessel, 
at any wharf within the Harbor of the City of 
Victorln. or which may have been landed from 
any vessel on any wharf or other i laeo, when 
notified of the same, nnd report the tamo to 
the Hoard of Health or to the Mayor, 
(o) In ciRC any contagious or infectious disease 
exists upon any vessel coming within the 
Harbors of Victoria or Esquimau, to notify 
tu>' Quarantine Officer immediately of thefact 
■with tho v ow of having such vessel quaran- 
tined. 

(f) To report to the Board Of Health or to the Mayor 

any nuisance which lie may consider such, 
arising from defective sewers or decaying 
animal or vegetable matter or other cause, 
•within the City. 

(g) On any case or cases of contagious or Infectious 

disease or diseases within. the City being re- 
ported to hlni; to visit the same and to report 
to the Mayor or to the Bo' ru of Health any 
such case or ones, and to Ukri such stops as 
the Board of Health may direct. 

II. Tbe said Health Officer shall, Whilst ho shall 
continue to he employed; receive as renin eratlon a 
salary at the ra.o of fOOO per annum, payable month- 
ly by instalments of $60 per month. 

III. This Bylaw mav be cited for all purposes as 
"The Health Officer Bylaw, 1876."
